purchase liquid refreshments for them 
to the great profit of Hopkins. 


BEST ENTERTAINERS 


The best entertainer Is the one who 


can keep her listeners enthralled long 
enough to cause them to purchase many 
dnnks and another requisite is that sho 
shall bo able to imbibe copiously herself 
without showing signs of noisy Intoxica 
tion as she is not supposed to refuse a 
drink. 


The girl who caused Hopkins' arrest 


on the felony charge was cne of these 
entertainers and was Just 17 years of 
age. Part of the defense of the cafe- 
keeper was that she had drunk so much 
in his cafo that there was no money 
coming to her from her meagre wages 
The city ordiiarce provides that selling- 
liquor to minors under 18 years of age 
is a misdemeanor, and that such action 
shall be sufficient cause for the revoca- 
tion of the liquor license.

The passersby ran to the 
spot to assist him. but he was dead. 


A policeman was called, who had 
the body conveyed in ah automobile 
to the sailors' hospital. The physi- 
cians there found that death had been 
instantaneous. 


There was nothing on the body that 


afforded a clue to its identification and 
the body was placed in the mortuary 
of the hospital. 


It was only much later in the even- 
ing that the royal suite, which had be- 
come anxious in consequence of the 
king's absence, heard of the incident 
that had 
occurred 
in the 
"Qoos'e 
Market." 


As their inquiries in regard to the 
king's movements had 
up to then 


proved fruitless, they, together with 
:he proprietor of the hotel, proceeded 
to the hospital to look at the "'body 
there. On arrival at the hospital they 
were confronted by the tragic fact 
that the dead man was the king. 
Arrangements were imediately made 


for the body to be conveyed to the 
hotel where It was laid amid masses 
of 
flowers. 


TO TAKE BODY TO DENMARK.. 
It was announced this, morning that 
arrangements for taking the body to 
Denmark would be. completed during 
the day. His majesty's relatives and 
royalty throughout Europe were no- 
tified of his death before daybreak. 


The flags on all.the buildings whera 
the king had repeatedly been a wel- 
come g-uest were half-masted today. 
•Frederick VIII was born in Copen- 
hagen June 3, 1843, his father being 
Christian IX and his mother the Prin- 
cess Louise of Hesse. As a young lieu- 
tenant he.Wias attached to the Nine- 
teenth regiment of the Danish army 
and in ISffS attended Oxford univer- 
sity. He left there, however, after a 
few months and returned to Denmark 
at the outbreak of war between that 
country and the Germans. Later he 
was granted the degree of LL.D. from 
Oxford.

July 28, 1869, to Louise, daughter of 
King Earl XV of Sweden and Norway.

Disappointing as it may be to those who favor Taf t, the fact 


must be recognized that Theodore Roosevelt is the unmistak- 
able choice of the Republicans of California. His majority in 
the State is decisive, overwhelmingly. It is not a mere plurality, 
but an actual majority over the combined vote cast for Taf t and 
La Follette. He carried nearly every county including San Fran- 
:isco, which had a special reason for favoring Taft and a special 
reason for not favoring Roosevelt. La Follette polled a respect- 
able vote—larger than was generally expected—but the only 
effect it had was to make the Taft defeat more crushing. 


While the vote ivas lighter than was expected, it must be 


accepted as a fair expression of sentiment. It was no surprise 
to experienced observers that Roosevelt carried the State—that 
he would win in the primary was in the air for three weeks be- 
fore election day.

The Rival Roosevelt Factions 


Busier and Bitterer 


Than Ever. 


AIAMEDA. May 15 — Judglns from the 


total Alameda vote of 4635. about 1000 
Alameda^women voted jesterday 
There 


were about 2SOO registered men and wo- 
men In this city who did not vote 


In practically every Instance the vote 


for delegates was larger than the vote 
for the candidates, showing that many 
voters neglected to mark the cross at 
the head of the ticket. There were many- 
ballots with individual crosses marked 
after eaoh ona of the 28 electors 


There was a wide difference in the time 


occupied in the counting of the ballots. 
Many of the election boards sorted the 
ballots into flve'plles, putting all straight 
ballots under their respective presidential 
heads and then counting them, the tally 
clerks marking out the result on the tally 
sheets without tallying each ballot sep- 
arately. 


The last two precincts completed the 


count about 10-20 
The first precinct 


finished within thirty minutes, having but 
a few votes and nearly all straight bal- 
lots. 


There Is little doubt that the Roosevelt 


workers, the only- workers in the field, 
increased the Roosevelt vote considerably, 
by their tactics in "assisting" 
women 


voters, Ignorant of how to proceed. These 
•workers met many women outside the 
polling places and proceeded to explain 
the nrooesB of voting, the explanation 
consisting generally of telling the women 
' to mark a cross besldft Roosevelt's name 
and a second cross down in the middle 
of tha column of Roosevelt delegates. 


The fight between the two rival Roose- 


velt factions In Alameda is bitterer than 
ever as the result of the Roosevelt vic- 
tory. Bach side is evidently attempting 
to claim a major portion of the Alameda 
credit. It was openly stated last night

That the success of the graduate will 


depend more upon the marriage he makes 
than upon his education was one of the 
poignant bits In the president's address. 
The address was built upon the thesis 
that the world is at heart good, as proved 
by Its tendency to return frohi its «rror 
and the fact that the practice of good In 
It brings peace. 
From this 
point the 


president proceeded as follows: 


"Even wlien you enter upon the mar- 


riage relation it is not prudent to assume 
that you have married an angel, and the 
first observed defection . from 
the ro- 


mantic Ideal of prenuptlal days must not 
be allowed to suggest a separation. Ro- 
mantic love Is a weak basis for 'wedlock. 
Far better would It be that the contract- 
Ing parties should enter marriage under 
tho expectation that with patience, much 
mutual forbearance, much mutual help- 
fulness, and much emphasis laid by each 
on tho best qualities of the other they 
can In ten or twelve years learn to love 
each other fullytand solidly. It Is well 
to speak about such things as these on 
Commencement day, for your success in 
"lifo will probably depend moro upon the 
marriage you make than upon your edu- 
cation.

"We are very likely to tire of~a person 


we see a good deal of. He 'gets on our 
nerves.' We forget how largely wo are 
ourselves machines, and on discovering 
the mechanical formula of this other per- 
son, we lose respect for him, seeing what 
a slave ho is. We may indeed engage 
In the hopeless task of wrenching him free 
from his formula and educating him out of 
It, when it w«uld have been better to 
have 
accepted 
thankfu^y 
such 
good 


things as the formula would produce. 


"In obtaining co-operation you will find 


It pays (o make others work as far as 
possible under their own steam, every ono 
according to his own formula. Tou can't 
have everything yourself. 
Be unwilling 


to take for yourself anything the like of 
which others cannot with 
like 
effort 


achieve for themselves. Tou will after- 
wards generally regret a gain which you 
have made, unless it be entirely con- 
sistent with the. rights and advantage of 
others. There "is no worse form of grab- 
bing than is Involved in hasty and un- 
charitable judgment of the motives of 
others. 


"Tou may know you are In gravlous 


moral danger when you find yourself pre- 
paring to perform an act or take a course 
which you propose to excuie to ' your 
conscience by ono of the common phrases: 
"This is tho way of the world," "I take 
the world as I find it." You will sbon 
he fabricating principles to match your 
deeds, and will bo a sophist. Tou may 
know you aro In. moral danger when you 
find yourself associating and sympathizing 
in politics or business with men who sneer 
at Idealists and framo 
conduct on the 


theory that tho world Is as bad as It dares 
to be and all men have their price. Tou 
will soon be a cynic yourself. 


"And now, my young Argonauts, I must 


tell you how I pity you. If you think 
you are going out into the world where 
you can find your place and make your 
Vtt/ c>r*i}~ »v c«jo!«r4£ «m£ £ccc*vir*£, o«~ *»* 
coercing with the snap of the ilavedrlver'n 
whip. 
"If you think It U that tort of a world, 


you will for the time being make it, as 
far as you are concerned, just that sort 
of a world; until someday you awake 
to see the awful hollowneis and empti- 
ness and unreality of such a world.

It built on a lie. It leaves out the three 
ingredients which make the real world 
worth living at all; truth and help and 
love. I bid you enter In with heartiness 
and cheer Into the real world of hop* 
and righteousness, find Iti best by offering 
yours, and fairly win Its crown by being 
frankly what you really are. 


"This is my counsel, there are my last 


tw>or worfl"i of advice, but hear them not 
as I spoke them, hear them the rather 
dissolved In tho breath of your fogter- 
mother's prayer that ye may love and 
abundantly live In trustful accord with 
€he good and good cheer at the heart of 
thinRS."

county or in some other part of 
the State has, been purchased 
for the purpose of subdivision. 


Back of these frequent items 


which we read in the real estate 
columns is the story of a gen- 
eral movement toward the sat- 
isfactory life of the farm.

farmward. 


Man is a social creature who 


will not be deprived of the .com- 
panionship of his fellows or give 
up the advantages of modern 
life, even though h^ he n'badc- 
to-the-soil convert. If he is leav- 
ing the city for the country he 
will probably demand society 
and the things which aid in 
making life worth living any- 
where. And in certains sections 


of the United States he will find 
advantages in the rural districts 
which were undreamed of two 
decades ago, and the lack of 
which drove countless youths to 
•the city. The urban experience 
of many was failure, but their 
examples did not stop the tide 
which had set in toward the 
city. 
, 


The tide is now setting in the 


opposite direction. Our agri-- 
cultural wealth and -our rural 
population have had a wonderful 
growth. The gain in the value 
of farm property in the United 
States during the last fifty 
years has been 500 per cent, 
while the rural population has 
increased 250 per cent. Ameri- 
ca's industrial g r e a t n ess is 
based principally upon agricul- 
ture, which will long remain a 
leading industry. 
With the 


movement toward the soil grow- 
ing stronger every year, we can 
safely conclude that a large pro- 
portion of the American people 
will continue to live in a'rural 
environment and that they will 
be joined by the many who have 
found neither bounty nor enjoy- 
ment in the growing cities. 


ILLUSTRATION HERE AT 


HOME. 


We have seen, within the last 


few years, the development of 
the western end of Alameda 
county as the paradise of the 
"small farmer." On the eastern 
edge of Oakland, threatened by 
the invasion of the city, he may 
be found in large numbers, his 
orchard or truck farm rewarding 
him with a handsome profit each 
harvest time, his path made 
easier by a nearby market and 
quick transportation facilities. 


Rural life is expanding. The 


University of California, with 
its experts constantly at the ser- 
vice of the agriculturist and its 
farmers' trains making frequent 
tours, is revolutionizing the till1- 
ing of soil in this State. 


The farmer is broadening, 


materially, socially and intellect- 
ually, jn California and in other 
parts of the country. 


The new agriculture is being 


adopted. That is the fundamen- 
tal change that we see taking 
place/ The "perfessors" from 
the "cow college" at Berkeley 
were not taken seriously a few 
years ago, but now they cannot 
make too many trips to suit the 
farmer.

In addition, there are these edu- 
cational agencies, the f a r m 
press, farmers' institutes, the 
bulletins issued by the govern- 


ment experiment stations locat- 
ed in every State and by the 
Federal Department of Agricul- 
ture, extension instruction by 
lectures and correspondence. - 


There is no need of giving up 


acquaintance with politics and 
with the world's events in go- 
ing to the farm. 'Traveling li- 
braries, school libraries 
and 


grange libraries are giving new 
opportunities for general rea'd- 
ing. 
Low-priced 
magazines, 


family papers and the city dail- 
ies circulate widely in the coun- 
try through the rural delivery. 
The farmer is learning to co- 
operate. There are more picnics 
and holidays in the country, 
more travelers among the farm- 
ers, more comforts and luxuries. 
Their furniture is better, their 
homes of more modern archi- 
tecture. All members of the 
farmers' 
family dress better 


than ever before. 


Today there are 25,000 rural 


free delivery routes in the 
United States serving possibly 
20,000,000 people with daily 
mail. Time is saved in going for 
mail; 
market reports .come 


daily; farmers are more prompt 
in business dealings; roads are 
in better shape; there is an in- 
creased circulation of papers 
and magazines. The circulation 
of daily papers in country dis- 
tricts has increased1 marvelous- 
ly. The amount of letter writ- 
ing has iricreased. 


MEANS OF COMMUNICA- 


TION. 


California offers one of the 


best illustrations of rural ad- 
vancement as a result of the 
general extension of electric 
railway lines. They are begin- 
ning to thread the large interior 
valleys and the bay region. Oak- 
land will soon be in communica- 
tion by trolley with the rich 
Contra Costa region and with 
the Sacramento and,.San Joaquin 
valleys, through the construc- 


tion of the Oakland and Antioch 
railway, and the Key Route is to 
begin work during the year on 
its extension to San Jose. 
• The good'roads movement in 
California has b'een revived.' 
Highways of adequate width 
and great length are under con- 
struction through many of the 
farming regions, making travel" 
by automobile and other ve- 
hicles a real pleasure. 


The telephone is no longer a 


curiosity in the country home. 
The companies are extending 
their lines further and further, 
into the farming sections, and 
small local exchanges are being 
formed. 


As remarkable as the revolu- 


tion in means of .communication 
in the country has b«m the ad- 
vance in the means of agricul- 
tural education. Another factor 
in rural development is organiz- 
ation on the part of farmers. 
The department of agriculture 
reported a few years ago a list 
of 5000 co-operative societies of 
various kinds among farmers. 


Each year the railroads are 


bringing to California thousands 
who have farmed in the east or 
who plan to take up soil culture 
as a new occupation. Farma, 
large and small, await them in 
all parts of the State. None 
can be so. difficult to please that 
he cannot be suited in the mat- 
ter of soil for all kinds of crops. 
The big wheat farms of the 
Sacramento and San Joaquin 
valleys are being sub-divided, to 
be devoted to intensive farming. 
The area in which citrus and 
deciduous fruits may be raised 
is being largely increased. The 
truck farms are increasing in 
size and numbers.

with a real estate and Insurance Urn 
in one of the bay cities. It was my busi- 
ness to soil Ufa Insurance and flnd buy- 
ers for city real estate. In a majority of 
Instances it was necessary to take notes 
for the first payment of premium on life 
insurance policies, and often the second 
premium was never paid. Very few cash 
sates of real estate were made. 
Usuallj 


only a very small cash payment was 
made, and balance -like rent." 
In man> 


Instances the family income would seem 
to warrant something different, but In 
the city there nre so many necessary 
bills to pay, and so many opportunities 
to spend money for other than things 
necessary, that the money goes as fast as 
it comes In, If not a little faster. 


Later I made a tour of the farming dis- 


tricts of Central and Northern California, 
I mingled with country real estate deal- 
ers, and also visited among farmers. This 
:our was an eye-opener. It is true that 
"n soms localities little land was being 
sold, but upon the whole the real estate 
market was active. Not only so, but the 
'armer-buyera seemed to have cash. In 
Jie better districts farms and farm lands 
were being sold at good prices, on pay- 
ments of one-third, one-halt 
and 
all 
casi. 


As I mingled among the farmers, vlslt- 


ng them in their homes, I found them 
generally prosperous and contented. Not 
all of them were out of debt, but most 
of those who were not out were getting 
out, 
while their farms were being 1m- 


>rov«d and were steadily increasing- In 
value. 
It -was not uncommon to flnd 


a 20-acre farm, In fruit or alfalfa, or fruit 
and alfalfa, where the owner had built an 
itegant home, and drove his family to 
own In a nice carriage or automobile. 
They dressed well, and "fared Sump- 
tuously every day." 
I said to myself, 


'The farmer has surely come into his 
own." 
In the past the Impression has 


been that everybody fared better than the 
armor. 
However true this nuty have 


een in the past, It is not true now. 
Of course I found some farmers In these 


prosperous communities who were_ not 
making a great success In farming. It is 
now as it has ever been." "Willie there Is 
much In the land, "there's more In the 
man than there Is In the land." Still, 
lone who bad purchased good land were 
rorse off than before buying, since their 
lurchases had Increased considerably In 
•alue. Of course, some were dissatisfied, 
.nd ready to sell out and try it else- 
vhere, while some insisted that they were 
Ired of farm life and wanted to try 
heir fortunes in the city. Thus It has 
ver been, and doubtless .ever will be, 
)nly thus -Is the opportunity given to 
hose who would buy Improved farms. 
Again, I visited some localities where 
he general conditions mentioned above 
did not prevail. This was usually where a 
iheap class of land had been colonized, to 
lome extent from out California cities, 
lut mostly from the Eastern Etates. Not 
a few even hero were meeting with a 
neasuro of success, proving the possibili- 
ties of two or three 'times as much en- 
ergy; and money as would have been re-

I flnd that many nre making the rals- 
ako of trying to get tho largest pos- 
iblo number of acres for their money. 
his is especially true of residents bf the 
Itles who have decided to try country 
fe. There would bo more reason in this 
S it were not for tho fact that they K^n- 
rally Insist upon getting something near 
an Francisco. Those who are giving up 
tie California farm for anothar are not 
pt tti mok« this mistake. 
They have 


earned from, experience that'it pays to 
uy the bast. It does not p«y to buy 
chicken land," even for raising chickens.

values and e. diplomat, as well as an at- 
torney, a financier and an Investment- 
man. One must be as careful In exchang- 
ing realty aa they would be In selling or 
purchasing It

man, 
who make of his business a pro- 


fession, it able to protect the1" interests 
of both of his clients to a better advan- 
tage than could the owners themselves, 
since through his years of experience and 
study he has learned what pit-falls to 
avoid. He treats ' each side of the ex- 
change exactly aa If it were s. purchase 
and aa if it were necessary to obtain for 
each side In the transaction the very beat 
bargain obtainable; while at the same 
time he must watch carefully and gee 
to It that anything which should be known 
is not hidden so that when each owner 
arrives at hi* new home he flnda things 
exactly as he expected to find them. 
Even the layman can see the advantage 
of employing an expert to handle his

other outbuildings also quite in keep- 
ing with the dwelling and the fan 
itself showing no signs of careful o 
scientific management 
The 
farmei 
is pictured as a slipshod, long-whis- 
kered, ignorant country "Jay," and'his 
family likewise coinciding with hie ap- 
pearance and education 


These former 
conditions 
were 
merely the result of cause and effect 
The farm of the past was usually iso- 
lated; from everything and everybody, 
miles from a city, miles from a. rail- 
road and miles from 
a sohoolhouse. 
The only medium of communication 
with the outside world and its events 
•was the village postoffice, and aside 
from the limited "drilling of the 
old- 
time "schoolmarm" or "schoolmen 
ter," education -nas of little impoi- 
tance 
If a pupil mastered the art of 
reading, writing and arithmetic it was 
considered quite sufficient, 
Progress, with the spread of edu- 
cation and the wonders of invention, 
has Invaded the farm and has suc- 
ceeded in presenting the world with 
the 
miraculous transformation of 
farming conditions 
The 
present 
farmer Is no longer the "rube," he 
is no longer the 
"long 
whiskered, 
ignorant Si," he is no longer isolated 
from the activities of the city 
and 


association with the world's affairs, 
but quite the opposite He has every 
facility and convenience of a modern 
community. Like his city brother, he 
owns a cozy, comfortable and artistic 
bungalow, with the conveniences of 
bath, with hot and cold water, electric 
lights, gas, modern plumbing and the 
telephone, which, affords 
him 
com- 
munication, both long distance and 
local. The rural postman brmgs his 
daily mall to the door., and by use of 
his telephone he is enabled to have 
the grocer, butcher, baker and other 
trades people deliver their goods to 
his home 
The schoolhouse is well 


equipped With sanitary and 
modern 
Wacilities and the 
education 
of its' 


VpupUs is as far advanced as any in- 
stitution of the city. 
I was never so greatly Impressed 


with these modern conditions until I 
made by. first visit to Kerman_ In 
Fresno County. .Before .-my arrival at 
that wonder country I fully expected 
to see an ordinary country farming 
district, with their usual old-time en- 
vironment. But, my! what a Tevela- 


tlon1 I could not find words to ex- 
press my surprise. The first scene to 
offset my previous vision of Kerman 
was presented as I alighted from the 
train. There before me. was a beau- 
tiful park of flowers, palm trees and 
lawns, two blocks 
in 
length, 
sur- 


rounded on either side by a row of 
beautiful, 
modern and 
substantial 


business blocks, the streets well oilfcd 
and 
the 
sidewalks concreted and 


curbed. The park, or plaza, lined on 
the outer edge with a row of elec- 
troliers served to light the streets at 
night like the "great white way " 


I was greeted 'at the station by Mr. 
storgaard, sales manager 
of 
the 
Fresno Irrigated Farms Co., who are 
the founders and builders of tha land 
of Herman, an undertaking, the result 
of which they have every reason to 
be proud. 


After a delightful repast at Ker- 
man's hostelry, known as the Kerman 
Inn, I was invited by Mr. Storgaard to 
take a survey of Kerman in an auto. 
To see Kerman properly would re- 
quire about three days' time, as the

drive, and like Kearney 
Drive, 
is 


lined with palms and 
ornamental 
trees.

The complaint alleges that in 1911 
Harris Hammond represented to Kerr 
that "he had Induced a certain Mr 
Astor, a member of the famous Astor 
family," to Invest $8000 in the stock, 
and that he would Induce Astor to in- 
crease his Investment largely.

also represented that he would Induce 
Thomas J. Ryan and his associates to 
invest at least $800,000 and would in- 
duce Harry Payne Whitney to make a 
large 'investment. 
Kerr said he turned over stock val- 
ued at $40,000 to Hammond for find- 
ing the Investors 
He said that sub- 
seauently Hammond failed to get the 
persons named to take any stock or 
invest any money, and when the plain- 
tiff demanded the return of his stock 
on April 19 last the defendant refused 
to give It up
